The cost of shelter has increased 30 per cent nation­ 
wide in the last fiv e years, in contrast to the 1ft years 
b etween 1955 and 1965. a United States Lab or Depart­ 
ment official reported last week. 
Herb ert Bienstock, 
New York regional director of Bureau of Lab dr Sta­ 
tistics, said that the impact of higher shelter costs was 
primarily in home ownership. 
Cost of homes includes home purchase price, mort­ 
gage interest, property taxes, home insurance and main­ 
tenance and repairs. The influence of monetary policy 
on home purchase prices and the resultant mortgage 
cost has b een a major factor in the accelerated rise in 
the cost of shelter. So hav e the other elements in the 
cost of housing, as wages and supplies rose rapidly in 
the last fiv e years. 
The annual rate of increase in shelter cost in the 
1955 to 1965 period was 2.4 per cent. Then during the last 
fiv e years, it rose perceptib ly until it reached a high of 
7.7 per cent in the 1969 consumer price index, and a total 
of 3ft per cent in the last fiv e years. Thus shelter has 
come to cost a disproportionate share of the ov er all 
cost of liv ing.

For the last six off-year elections, the loss of House 
seats for the party in control has av eraged 34. Another 
gauge of the result of the election of the House memb ers 
is related to the popularity of the man in the White 
House. In that test, the President’s popularity early in 
the campaign in Septemb er—or lack of it—is translated 
into high or low' losses. For instance. Truman’s popular 
rating of 32 per cent in 1946 lost him 55 House seats, 
whereas Kennedy’s 67 per cent popularity in 1962 lost 
him only four seats. 
The latest Gallup poll rating for President Nixon is 
56 per cent and Gallup interprets that to mean that 
the President will lose a “ normal” numb er of seats in 
Nov emb er, or 34. The current seat div ision is 243 Demo­ 
crats and 187 Repub licans. A Repub lican loss of 34 seats 
would leav e the House w ith a lop sided 287 to 153. 
Repub lican strategists are counting on their control 
of 35 state houses to help their congressional ticket, b ut 
many of their gov ernors are themselv es running for re- 
election, and their organizations are b usy working for 
them.
